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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Proposed claim 1 is of a scope not previously considered and is not identical to previously considered claim 20, 
since proposed claim 1 comprises further limitations. Also, dependent claims 2, 3 and 19 would require further consideration as they have 
not been previously considered with proposed parent claim 1. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As noted above, the proposed amendment has 
not been entered. The rejections of record are respectfully maintained. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not 
persuasive to overcome the rejections of record. Phenylamino compounds produced by an Ullmann reaction are taught by Turner in the 
prior art. It is known to purify compounds having impurities (MPEP 2144.04). The data in the specification at Table 1 describes expected 
rather than unexpected results as one in the art would expect more pure phenylamino compounds to provide a better result. 
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
